RUNAWAY SLAVES. 
A Batrtte. 

The Uagerstown News publish ac- 
counts of a grand battle that came off on 
Monday morning last, between twelve 
runaway slaves (rom Leesburg, Va., and 
cight citizens of Smithsburg, Md. They 
were passed on the roac to Smithsburg 
by Mr Adam Shank, Jr,. at three o'clock 
in the morning, and supposing them to be 
runaways, he alarmed the citizens of 
Smithsburg. and a party, consisting of 
Mr Shank, Constable Flora, Jos. Walte- 
myre, H. Lyday, Jr., Calvin Shoop, Wm 
McCoy. Jos. D. Price and John Diamond, 
started in pursuit. Upon overtaking the 
negroes they were commanded to halt, 
when they drew themselves up in battle 
order, their lender exclaiming to them, 
‘Now boys, fight!” They were armed 
with pistols and tomahawks, and imme-~ 
diately commenced an atiack upon the 
whites, felling several of them to the 
earth at the onset. The whites being 
unarmed, except with bludgeons, found 
themselves engaged in rather on unequal 
and hazardous contest. Repeatedly the 
negroes were knocked to the earth, but 
they returned to the contest with re- 
doubled fury, and being ali stout and very 
athletic men. were rather hard to handle. 
Constable Flora was twite knocked down, 
Price had his arm nearly severed and the 
bone broken, by a blow from a toma. 
hawk ; he also had a pistol snapped in 
his face, which very fortunately tailed to 
go off ; McCoy had his shoulder disloca- 
ted; Lyday received a wound in the 
shoulder from a tomahawk; Shank was

Our informirt states, that such of them 
as have been seen by the whites’ are 
said to be sprightly and intellgent chil 
dren, of both sexes, but. generaly, have 
been taken when so young as to have 
lost all recollection of their parents, homes, 
‘or of the place from which they were ta 
ken. The Osages will oaly sell them 
for horses or goods. Occasionally, they 
bring one into the set:lement to barter 
off. A few diys since, a gentleman of 
Newton county purchased, for a horse, a 
pretty girl, about eleven years old. A 
few days before our informant left, an- 
other Osage brought in a boy, about eight 
‘ornine years old, which he, however, 
did not succed in solling. 
| Should not the United States officers 
look to this, and is it not the duty of the 
Indian Agent to inquiry into it? The 
Osages have purchased thein; the tribe 
‘is poor, and they should be paid for the 
restoration of them.

TERRIBLE AND BLOODY TRA, 
#EDY. 

| On Sunday morning last, just at day 
‘break, Mr. Chittenden, overseer on the 
plantation of C. N. Rowley, Bsq., five 
or six miles above Vidalia, was very 
much startled by a loud report sounding 
like cannon, in the river opposite the 


was discovered close in shore on fire;—

red, that the boat was filled with the re- 
maius of goods and groceries.

On the opposite side of the 
‘oat, in a berth, was scen two bodies 
with their feet and hands burnt off, th« 
head of one reposing upon the breast of 
the other, upon remova! they were found 
\o be two young girls, the oldest eighteen 
or nineteen years of age, the youngest 
about fifteen, both were killed by a single 
blow from an axe, from the position o! 
‘the bodies it is presumed the youngest 
was struck last, and killed in the act of 
rising, an axe was lying on the breast of 
the oldest girl who was in the front side 
of the berth. 

A.l this scene of horror was seemingly 
involved in mystery, when one circum- 
stance after another, trivial in themselves, 
| began to give a clue to the mystery, and 
on the following day by 12 o'clock, a de- 


circulated, and is presumed that justice 
will be meted out to this terrible tragedy. 
Upon a reward being offered by some of 
the citizens of the parish, one or two 
gentlemen started up the river, and re: 
turned on Wednesday morning with the 
supposed murderer, having captured him! 
at Vicksburg. An examination of the 
prisoner was hand before Thomas Ed- 
wards, Esq., anc from the evidence that 
had been previously taken, of circum~ 
stances transpiring with the boat up to 
the might previous to the morning of the 
discovery of the murders, the prisoner 
was fully committed to stand his trial be- 
fore the neat'term of the District Coart.

from the declaration of the prisoner.— 
The prisoner left the boat a few miles 
above where the murder was committed, 
and some two hours afterwards, followed 
it down the river in a skiff, the flat had 
tied up for the night, where the murders 
were committed, On the morning of the 
same day of the murders, prisoner left 
for Vicksburgh on the Luda. Great 
credi: is due to the efficiency of Messrs. 
Carolan & Lumm, tor pursuing and ar- 
resting the prisoner at Vicksburg. 

In the contemplation of the horrid trans 
action, the mind is left to speculate upon 
what cause could prompt such a deed, and 
upon the mysteriousness of providence 
that unfolds such tragedies, This case 
illustrates most forcibly that ‘murder will 
out,’ for a successful accomplishment fo 
hide this deed seemed almost easy of 
consummation; after the murders were 
committed, the boat was set on fire, and 
cut loose and pushed into the stream, 
that it might burn and sink and thus hide 
all traces. But the boat was providen- 
tially in au eddy, and could not be push- 
ed into the river, the fire seemed to be 
remarkably s'ow in its progress, consu- 
ming nothing that was material for the 
evirlence of the murders! 

Proper persons were busy collecting 
evidence, the community that has been 
so outraged by this bloody deed, wil! leave 
undone to bring the guilty to punishment; 
many things ca'cu'ated to throw ‘1zht on 
the murder have transpired, but, a: pres. 
ent, they would adJ nothing to the ends 
of just.ce to lay them before the public. 

Further particulars.—U pon further in 
vestigation, a trunk was found near the 
boat, which had been rifled and thrown 
into the river and thea washe! axhore, 
vhich proved to contain a vast number | 
f papers, and it appears, upon examining 
the sime that the murdered man's name | 
was Oliver C. Dorsey—the trunk con- 
talned several letters addressed to him 
from Boonville, lL.inois, from Scott coun 
ty, Missouri, from Jeflersonviile, and 
New Albaay, Indiana, also, from Louis 
ville, Kentucky, but none of a later date 
than 1842. There were numerous oth 
or papers in the trunk, which consists of 
receipts, &e., any clue as to the names 
of the females, or what point they or 
their boat started from has not as yet 
come tu light—we are in hopes to be able 
to give their names in our next issue. —

Notwithstanding 
his intelligence and his industry, be was 
not ab'e to supply the wants of his fami 
ly. and he resolved to go to Vienna. and 
try to obtain from some of his fellow 
countrymen some articles of trade, upon 
eredit. Two days after his departure. 
his wife gave birth toa son. The child 
was flourishing. but the mother, alone 
ind destitute, wrote to her husband to 
beg him to return to her, and not know- 
ing where he lodged in the great city. she 
aldressed her letter merely to Joseph 
Rothschild, Vienna. Chance, which has | 
overthrown many well l»id plots, and 
sometimes causes miserable ones to suc- 
eeed, was this time favorable to the un- 
fortunate.

A me-~ 
chanic who had been residing at Cloudy 
bay, in the Middle Isiand, asserts that this 
bird now exists in the hills near Cloudy 
bay, and that one has been seen by two 
Americans who had goue to shoot it, but 
were so petrified with horror when they 
beheld the monster, that they were ul~ 
terly unable to fire on it.
